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Incline Railway Stock Certificates 

by Coleman Leifer 


Early incline railways were built to transport canal barges Such railways operated by allowing water in feeder canals at the 
top of the plane to drive a turbine, raising or lowering a canal barge along a steep slope. Along level sections, the railroads 
essentially operated as standard towpath canals, with the barges typically drawn by horse or mule. Other types of inclines 
include cog railways, cable cars and gravity railways. 

Most incline railways today are funiculars and are used to transport tourists up steep grades and, often, as part of urban 
transportation systems. The basic principle of funicular operation is that two cars are attached to each other by a cable, 
which runs through a pulley at the top of the incline. Counterbalancing of the two cars, with one ascending and one de¬ 
scending the slope — especially when transporting similar loads, such as passengers — minimizes the energy needed to 
lift the ascending car. 

One of the more famous funiculars was on Mount Vesuvius near Naples, Italy. It was in operation from 1880 until 1944 
when an eruption caused it to be abandoned. A song, “Funiculi, Funicula,” was written celebrating its opening. The first 
stanza (roughly translated from the Italian): 

Do you know where I got on, yesterday evening, baby? 

Where this ungrateful heart can’t be spiteful to me more! 

Where the fire burns, but if you 
run away it lets you go! 

And it doesn’t run after you, 
doesn’t tire you, looking at sky!... 

Fet go on, let go, let go, 
funiculi, funicula

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Two of the certificates illustrated with this article are funiculars. Both the Duquesne and Monongahela operate in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, are less then a mile apart and ascend Mount Washington to the Washington Heights section of Pittsburgh. 
They are both owned by the Port Authority of Allegheny County, and the Monongahela is operated by the Authority. The 
Duquesne is operated by a private foundation formed in 1963 when the road was threatened by demolition.

The Monogahela funicular. 
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The Mount Penn Gravity Railway was located in Reading, Pennsylvania. It was a 7.5-mile long circuit, including 2.5 miles 
of ascending track and 5 miles of downhill track. The entire trip took about 45 minutes. A steam-powered engine pushed a 
trolley car to the summit using the ascending track where passengers would disembark for a scenic view of Reading. The 
engine would then disconnect from the trolley and return by itself back down the same track it had just covered. The trolley 
would proceed down the mountain along the downhill track using only its brakes to control the rate of descent. 


The railroad was built in 1890 and ceased operation in 1923. The roadbed is now a scenic road, Reading’s Skyline Drive.

Fig. 17) This check from The Blackstone National Bank of Boston has a FAC with the bank’s initials in a monogram inside 
it. The FAC also has “UNITED STATES” at the top and “SAFETY TINT” at the bottom. The safety background is the 
usual orange and composed of straight lines running at opposing angles. 



Fig. 18) This check on The First National Bank of Salem, Massachusetts also has the bank’s initials in a monogram but 
is printed by Milton C. Johnson. The stamp bears the same legend as Fig. 14 (in the last issue) and the same security 
background. The FAC is the same size as the one in Fig. 12 (2” x 311/16”) and this suggests that Johnson might have used 
a two-piece plate. The design has straight edges that would permit an interchangeable centerpiece. The FACs with ornate 
designs overlapping the edges would not have had this ability. 
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Fig. 19) Another version of a diamond-shaped FAC with bank initials inside. There is no indication of the printer.

The punched holes in the signature line 
indicate that it probably was a specimen kept by the bank or a remainder.

This is a handsome FAC as befits a product of a major engraving company. Washington is in the center of the ornate frame 
and since there is a hole punched in the line for the cashier’s signature, it may be a proof draft. 
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Fig. 22) Another check by WBN Co. for Morton E. Post & Company of Cheyenne, Wyoming. This has a FAC similar to 
Fig. 21 but has “BANKERS” added at the top and “DUPLICATE UNPAID” below. 



Fig. 23) Another head of Washington in a simpler frame is on this specimen from Corlies, Macy & Company of New York. This 
firm was a proliferate printer of checks and many examples are known from their presses. This one has “LITHOGRAPHED 
SPECIMEN ON AMBER NASSAU SAFETY TINT PAPER FROM Corlies, Macy & Co., NEW YORK” printed along 
with an invitation to “SEND FOR RATES”.

Imprint Problems 


Millions of checks were imprinted with the Spanish American War design. It is not surprising that a few were not printed 
correctly. 



Pre-printing paper folds that affect the imprint are quite rare. Both checks of the pair above were printed normally, but folded 
diagonally when the revenue imprint was being added. Used on different days, they were pieced back together at some point. 

Other checks from this account have normal, horizontal imprints.

The imprint on this check is a double impression. The second impression is most easily seen at the lower edges. The scans 
at left show the second impression to be somewhat lighter than the primary one, so it could be the result of ink transferring 
to another surface and then back to the check face rather than a second pass through the printing press. No dies with double 
entries are known.

There is a “ghost” second impression to the left side of the imprint on this check. Probably the resultof the check having 
been placed face down on some surface while the ink was wet, then moved to the side so ink that was transferred to the 
surface printed a second impression offset from the first. Or, the check could have gone through the press twice, once off- 
center and without fresh ink. Other checks from this user are normal.

This check has clear impressions of the imprint on both 
sides. The sheet it came from probably was run through the 
press wrong side up first, then correctly. The second imprint 
serves no tax purpose. 
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This check was run through the press twice, as both imprints are strong, clear impressions. It may have been pulled from the 
lot when discovered and kept as a curiousity. That would not normally happen, as checks were the property of the person 
or company that submitted them, and the submitter would expect as many back as were sent in for imprinting.

A group of unusual checks are known with a row of large stars punched in them. Some are from unusual places, such as 
Puerto Rico, and others have imprints in unusual places, such as on the front and back of the same check. Many are badly 
trimmed, as if hastily, by scissors. Several do have similar, used counterparts, without punches.

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Modern British Naval Bills of Exchange 

by Jim Adams 

These British Naval items seem to be uncommon. At least, I have never run across them before. 

From the instructions for their use in Foreign Service Navy Bill Forms ( M To Be Kept Under Lock and Key"): 

1. The services for which bills are drawn, and other particulars required, are to be carefully inserted on the Bills, Letters 
of Advice and Counterfoils. During a war, the name of the ship is, for security purposes, to be omitted from all Bills of 
Exchange and Letters of Advice. 


4. Each Letter of Advice is to state the number, Date and Amount of the Bill, in whose favour and for what service drawn, 
the date when the money is to be obtained, and the balance in hand. Particulars of the terms on which the Bills are drawn 
(Rate of Exchange, Premium or Discount, etc) are also to be noted in the appropriate place. Certificates of Exchange are 
to be given on the bills as necessary.

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Letter to the Editor 


In reference to the letter to the editor in the July-September 2007 issue (*page 24) of The Check Collector. The item pictured 
is not a check, but a receipt for a season ticket for six performances at the National Theater, Mexico City, seat #292. Who 
the artist was, I am sorry to say I have no idea. 

Seeing this receipt called to mind some checks, or more correctly bills of exchange, I have in my collection. All three 
have sketches on the back. Although from different banks in Buenos Aires, Argentina, all are made out to the same person: 
Alfonsa Alvarez. The bills are drawn on Banco Espanol del Rio de la Plata (1925), Banco de la Nacion Argentina (1928) 
and El Banco Britanico de la America del Sud (1936) 

Why the sketches on the back of the bills? Perhaps the artist had no other paper available, perhaps he liked to doodle. I am 
very sure that he never thought that some one in 2008 would be trying to figure out why he made these drawings. All the 
bills were cashed, so the artist had no plans to keep the sketches and I also have some bills made out to the same payee, in 
the same time period, with no drawings on the back. Yet another mystery and another reason why collecting checks is so 
interesting. Perhaps we have a new check collecting category here, checks with art work on the back.

This quarter we tackle a different two red and green imprints, but this time varieties of one of the Joseph R. Carpenter 
designs. L ? s were the last type of imprint that Carpenter introduced, probably in June of 1874. Fifteen months later all 
imprints were provided by the Graphic Company of New York. 


Type L is known in eight colors, and a variety of shades In the Scott Specialized Catalogue of United States Stamps & 
Covers light green is listed under green for L4 with no minor letter, but with a price differential of several hundred dollars 
in favor of ’’green", both unused and used. L10 is given as red and LI9a as violet red, but prices are the same. 

The shades of green used for L4 vary from the dark greens on the Pawtucket, Rhode Island drafts to the lighter color of the 
imprints on the Plattsburgh, New York checks. The Oxford, Pennsylvania checks bear bluish-green imprints, too green to 
be called turquoise but quite distinct from the other light greens. The handsome Erie, Pennsylvania checks have the imprint 
mostly on a red background making it difficult to distinguish the color, but scanning it and blowing up a portion against a 
white section shows it to be a very dark green, at least on my monitor. 



An Erie merchant’s check with a dark green imprint. To my knowledge, all copies have the signature area cut out. 

The reds of L10 range from the pink end, through the darker imprints on the Lewisburg checks, to the dark, violet reds of 
the Philadelphia Trust Safe Deposit and Insurance Company check imprints, some of which almost look brown. 

The L10 imprints range in a different way as well. Examples are known from Preston, Kean & Company in Chicago, and, 
West of the Mississippi, Holden, Missouri. Carpenter did not have much of a market in the West. A gray L is known from 
Colorado, an orange one from Kirksville, Missouri, and blue and turquoise ones (plus greenish shades) from Denison, 
Texas. Are there others?

This February I was shocked and saddened to learn from David’s wife that he had passed away unexpectedly at the end 
of January. I miss him greatly for our collaboration on the website and for interactions on his evolving exhibit of Nevada 
checks bearing adhesive stamps or imprints.
